When it begins to rain, first 
precaution is to slow down,” 
he advised. Reduced visibility 
and loss of driving control are 
the main hazards. Windshields 
are 
covered 
with 
moisture 
which blurs objects in front of 
the 
driver. 
In 
heavy 
rains 
visibility can be reduced to 
almost zero. 
ANOTHER hazard caused by 
rain is “hy droplaning,” when 
the tires actually ride on top 
of the film of water on the 
road.

smooth 
tires will hy droplane at lower 
speeds than tires with good 
treads. 
Another factor that will in­ 
crease hy droplaning is a heavy 
load on the rear tires, leaving 


the front tires with less contact 
with the road. 
The early minutes of a rain­ 
storm are the most hazardous 
because dust and oil mix ed with 
water create “oil slick.” After 
driving through water, brakes 
may fail and cause an accident. 
“To dry them out, step on 
the brakes and accelerator at 
the same time at low speed,” 
advised the police chief.

denied this was so, 
claiming that “ Faith’s rights 
are only money rights,” and 
that there had been no showing 
that Faith would be damaged 
“ as a result of these trans­ 
actions.” 


FAITH, IN the suit filed Aug. 
1, claims that in the late 1950’s 
he 
and 
Martoccio formed 
a 
partnership as owners of farm 
land in the Bensenville area. 
In 1959 they succeeded in hav­ 
ing the property annexed to the 
village and rezoned for indus­ 
trial use. 
They bought additional lands, 
adding to their original hold­ 
ings. 
When the land totaled 433 
acres and more money was 
needed they sought additional 
investors, in what Faith’s at­ 
torneys termed a “ joint ven­ 
ture.” 
A committee of five was set 
up to handle bills and accounts 
and vote on the sale of real 
estate. 
It established an office as 
the “ Bensenville Industrial Dis­ 
trict” 
and, 
the 
suit 
claims, 
agreed that profits were to be 
divided with Faith and Mar­ 
toccio each receiving 15 per 
cent 
and 
the 
remaining 
in­ 
vestors dividing the 70 per cent 
balance. 


BECOMING impatient while 
waiting for this to be done, 
Faith had his suit filed last 
year asking the court to inter­ 
vene. 
Marshall charged the defense 
lawyers 
with 
filing 
“ dilatory 
motions,” and they countered 
with accusations that the plain­ 
tiff has “ sat on his rights” in 
the past eight months. 
Sacks insisted before Judge 
Atten that all defendants named 
“ are substantial citizens, good 
for the money.”
